Hot, sunny weather has prevail¬ 
ed this week and spring wheat is 
starting to ripen. Ample moisture 
is in the ground to carry the crop 
through to maturity and the main 
worry now is hail. Crops which 
have not been hit by hail look 
very promising. 

Swathing of fall rye and winter 
wheat is underway and swathing 
of barley is expected to be general 
in a few days, with some early 
fields already cut. Cutting and bal¬ 
ing of hay and green oats is still 
keeping farmers busy. Hay is ex¬ 
pected to be in short supply this 
coming winter. 

Although some elevator points 
received a seven-bushel wheat de¬ 
livery quota before the end of the 
crop season, duly 31, Vulcan and 
several district points did not get 
more than thej six-bushel quota. 
Deliveries are now on the initial 
unit basis.

How¬ 
ever, we can offer a word of advice to the grain men, 
from the Canada Wheat Board down, and that is to 
introduce some system whereby the heavy accumula¬ 
tion of low grade wheats can be directed into feed 
channels and elevator space left for export grades of 
wheat.

He was, one of the authors 
of the National Industrial Re¬ 
covery Act. His name was Donald 
R. Rtchberg. 

I had forgotten about him until 
just the other day when I read u 
review of a book called -> Labor 
l.'nlon Monopoly.” It pointed out 
in powerful language that whil-‘ 
the people have been keeping 
vigilant guard against the forma¬ 
tion of business monopolies, ap¬ 
parently numerous labor union 
monopolies were established be¬ 
hind their backs. The labor union 
movement in United States has 
fallen, to a large degree, into the 
hands of political reformers rather 
than working-class representa¬ 
tives.
